Church  at  Raleigh,  commencing  on  Friday  the  11th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1845. 

Friday,  11  o'' clock,  A.  M. 

Tlie  Delegates  and  others  assembled  and  heard  the  Intro- 
ductory discourse,  which  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  G.  M. 
Thompson,  from  Matt.  24:  14. 

3  0^ clock,  P.  M. 

The  Delegates  again  assembled  and  were  called  to  order  by 
T.  Meredith,  the  1st  Vice  President.     Prayer  by  Dr.  Johnson. 

On  motion,  brethren  Barnett.  J.  S.  Purify,  and  J.  J.  James, 
were  appointed  a  committee  of  Finance.

On  motion,  appointed  J.  J.  James,  G.  W.  Jones  and  J.  Sol- 
omon, to  nominate  a  Board  of  Managers. 

On  motion,  ministering  bretl)ren  were  invited  to  seats. 

Appointed  brethren  Fmcli,  Palmer  and  Biggs,  a  committee 
to  arrange  religions  services  during  the  Convention. 

Voted,  that  the  report  of  the  Board  and  the  report  on  Edu- 
cation be  taken  up  in  the  forenoon  to-morrow,  and  that  the 
report  on  Foreign  Missions  be  taken  up  in  the  afternoon  at  3 
o'clock.

At  9  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning,  tlie  members  of  the  Con- 
vention, with  a  number  of  others,  assembled  at  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Institution,  according  to  agreement,  and  witnessed  a 
number  of  exercises,  showing  that  the  pupils  had  made  nston- 
ishing  progress  in  a  very  sliort  time.

D.,'hiio  Presi- 
dent of  the  Colmnbian  College  ;  and  whereas,  they  cherish  a 
lively  sense  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  value  of  the  deceas- 
ed, therefore 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  this  eminent  servant  of  God 
religion  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  examples,  the  church  of 
Christ  one  of  her  most  valuable  members,  and  the  cause  of 
education  one  of  its  profound  advocates   and  devoted  patrons.*

of  his  office,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  who  shall  fix 
his  salarv  and  direct  his  labors.  Your  Committee  would  fur- 
ther reconimend  Rev.  J.  Dennis  as  Agent  of  the  Convention,

thus  contributing,  being  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Con- 
vention according  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution:  and 
should  any  Association  or  other  society  decline  placing  their 
funds  under  the  supervision  or  the  Convention,  and  to  having 
their  missionaries  appointed  by  its  Board,  on  their  recommen-

•   -  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

In  prcsontinjr  llieir  fifieenlh  anniial  report,  the  Board  of  (lie 
Convention  cannot  revert  to  the  events  oftii*'  past  year,  with- 
o'nx  a  feeling  of  profonrid  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  tiie 
church.  Throughout  our  churches  a  niore  liheral  and  energet- 
ic spirit  has  heen  excited,  and  if  proper  steps  are  taken  lo  cul- 
tivate that  spirit,  we  shall  soon  see  n  rapid  approximation  to 
that  point  of  usefulness  whicii  we  trust  our  Convention  is  des- 
tined ultimately  to  attain.  The  transactions  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  tiie  Triennial  Convention  in  April  last,  the 
formation  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Augusta,  and 
other  leading  dispensations  of  Divine  Providence,  have  in- 
duced a  feeling  of  the  necessity,  which  exists  for  exertion  on 
our  part.  While  we  regret  the  cause,  we  feel  that  we  are  now 
called  upon  lo  do  more  for  the  great  interests  of  human  salva- 
tion than  in  year^^  past. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  the  Board  held  a 
semi-annual  meeting  at  Wake  Forest  College  m  June,  hesides 
other  adjourned  meetings.  At  these  meetings  missionaries 
were  selected,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  recommend  to  the 
Am.  Baptist  Home  Missionary  Society,  a  suitahle  missionary 
for  those  counties  embraced  in  the  bounds  of  the  Kehnkee  As- 
sociation. Agents  were  also  appointed  for  diflerent  portions 
of  the  State. 

We  have  not  heard  from  either  of  the  missionaries  except 
Elder  Wm.  Haynes,  who  reports  that  he  has  travelled  832 
miles  in  the  boimds  of  the  Tuckaseige,  Valley  River  and  Sa- 
lem Associations,  has  preached  79  sermons  in  75  days,  besides 
laboring  in  private  families.  His  report  was  made  on  the  18th 
of  August  last  ;  during  his  term  of  labor  he  had  concluded  to 
visit  the  churches  in  the  French  Broad  Association.  His  la- 
bors were  duly  esteemed  among  the  people,  and  good  results 
were  anticipated. 

Other  missionaries  have  been  written  to,  and  requested  to 
forward  their  reports  in  time  to  be  embodied  in  this  report,  but 
ns  yet,  their  answers  have  not  been  received  ;  they  will  how- 
ever appear  in  the  minutes,  if  they  come  lo  band.  We  antici- 
pate considerable  aid  from  t1ie  Western  Convention  which 
was  constituted  in  September  hist  at  the  Boiling  Spring  Camp 
Grouod.  In  order,  however,  that  our  W"e«tern  Auxiliary 
pnayli«  cfffdiv-  ;ind  proipprou,-.  if  will  doubtless  ho  npre#--a- 
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rt  'Inif  if  cha.'l  he  ehoiigly  rrprc5f*rit-d  in  our  Statr  CouTrH' 
nun  evfiy  year.  It  is  justly  apprehended  that  the  cause  of 
benevoK'itce  must  sufFer  in  the  Western  part  of  our  Slate,  if 
the  churches  shall  deem  it  unnecessary  to  send  their  delegates 
to  the  niceting^s  of  our  annual  Convention.  Western  Carolina 
presents  an  inviting- field  to  the  missionary,  and  our  brethren 
in  the  mountains  have  manifested  a  comn»endable  zeal  in  their 
efT'orts  to  supply  their  own  destitution.  The  opinion  is  gain- 
ing groijndXi)at  more  should  be  done  for  Home  Missions  than 
we  have-i^one.  Indeed  were  the  entire  efforts  of  the  Conven- 
tion concentrated  on  this  single  ohjecl,  scarcely  would  it  liien 
receive  the  i>ofice  due  so  important  a  department.  Were  our 
cliurches  properly  alive  to  their  duties,  and  aware  of  the  niourn- 
i'ull  destiiiuion  which  exists  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  an 
amount  would  be  raised  for  Home  Missions  which  would  ex- 
ceed the  entire  revenue  of  the  Convention.  This  is  not  spok- 
en in  derogation  of  the  other  objects  of  the  Convention:  far 
from  it:  but  we  say,  that  \vliile  we  attempt  to  do  more  for 
Home  JMissions,  we  will  not  do  less  for  the  oth^r  objects  con- 
templated by  the  Convention.  In  the  commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, a  few  years  ago,  there  was  a  more  .emnrkaljle  desti- 
tution of  Baptist  preaching  than  in  any  other  Slate  in  the  Un- 
ion, considering  the  amount  of  Baptist  influence  there  was  in  the 
State.  The  energivs  of  the  denominafion  were  combined  a 
few  years  ago  in  a  »Siale  Convention,  which  soon  lulled  into 
peace,  the  jars  rmd  feuds  of  t-rethren  ;  an  enlarged  system  of 
Home  Missions  wu.i  originated,  which  has  resulted  in  greatly 
increasing  the  strength  of  otn-  brethren,  and  they  now  rejoice 
in  the  fact,  that  interestinsf,  flourishing  churches  do  exist, 
where  oii&e.  our  name  was  almost  unknown.  Can  we  not  do 
likewise  T  Is  the  power  of  divine  grace  more  restricted  in  N. 
Carolina  than  in  other  States?  Let  tjs  arouRe.  Let  at  least 
two  active  agents  be  selected,  men  of  piety  and  intelligence, 
fpr  agents;  let  them  go  through  the  neighborhood  of  every 
riiurch  in  the  Sial(»,  and  stir  up  the  whole  denonnnation. — 
Such  a  coinse  will  no  doubt  increase  our  means  and  enable 
the  Convention  to  supply  every  destitute  part  of  the  Slate  with 
the  preached  word.  Might  not  the  present  Convention,  in  an- 
ticipation of  such  a  result,  proceed  to  appoint  missionaries  to 
needy  portions  throngliout  the  Slate  ?  Or  might  not  ujissiona- 
ries  be  appoirUed  in  every  Association  with  the  condition  that 
♦««ch  Association  thus  supplied,  shall  engage  to  provide  one 
half,  the  support  of  the  missionary  1  Thus  our  chinches  would 
at  once  be  brought  info  active  co-operation  with  the  Cotjven- 
tion,  and  a  greater  amount  of  good  would  be  secured.  One 
fact  has  surprised  the  mind  of  every  observing  man,  who  ha« 
iju{i«-,cci  our  operation^^  fi)r  y^nr^  p^iet  ;  it  i?  th«  enlppbjp  Beg}e«f , 


w«  have  been  guilfy  of,  in  not  providiDg  our  large  towfts  nnd 
county  seats  wiih  llie  means  of  the  gospel.  Thi.-  ought,  not  so 
to  be.  So  far  as  the  means  of  the  Conveniioii  will  jusiify,  ev- 
ery place  of  importance  sliouldbe  supplied  with  rt^gnlar  preach- 
ing. Citizens  of  o^^r  towns  should  be  inviie^L  lo  co-operate  in 
lliis  excellent  woik.  Instances  have  occurred  recently  in  our 
State,  wheie  the  generosity  of  citizens  of  some  of  onr  towns, 
have  left  nolhmg  of  the  minisler's  salary  to  Ue  paid,  by  those, 
through  wlu)se  instrinuentality,  tiieir  religious  tenchmg  was 
provided.  Very  aflccting  accounts  of  the  destitution  of  the 
people  in  Stokes  eouniy,  and  its  vicinity,  have  attracted  our 
attention,  ^nd  the  Board  would  suggest  that  the  Convention 
pledge  one  third  the  support  of  a  missionary  to  hibour  in  that 
aection  on  condition  that  Liberty  and  Yadkin  would  engage 
to  supply  the  remaining  two  thirds  of  the  salar}'.  Much  good 
might  be  effected  by  stnditig  missionaries  two  and  tvvo,  in  that 
season  of  the  year  most  favorable  to  the  holding  protracted 
meetings,  ihroughout  the  bounds  of  their  reepeciive  fields  of 
labor,  and  especially  in  towns  and  county  s<.'ats,  and  other 
places  of  importance.  Many  suggestions  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter here  present  themselves,  lo  which  it  is  deesned  unnecessa- 
ry to  advert. 

There  are  four  young  brethren  pursuing  tfiei^r  studies  at 
Wake  Forest  College  und.-r  the  patronage  of  the  Convention. 
These  brethren  continue,  by  their  christianlike  deportment 
and  attintiotj  to  study,  to  inspire  our  hopes  of  their  future  use- 
fulness in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

As  yon  are  aware,  the  Board  addressed  a  circular  to  th« 
churches  at  its  meeting  in  June.  The  appeal  we  trust  has 
been  laid  before  every  chmch  friendly  to  the  Convention  in 
the  Stale.  And  we  trust  that  ouv  present  trieeting  will  evince 
the  results  of  action  upon  that  circular.  We  feel  now  as  then^ 
"decidedly  opposfnl  to  splitting  into  shreds  and  fragtnents."- — 
The  (orrespoudence  between  ministers  and  lending  brethrenii> 
the  State  with  om-  corresponding  Secretary,  shews,  that  tva  a 
body,  we  deprecate  so  much  division,  and  such  a  splitting 
among  brethren.  Let  us  hope  that  the  two  great  threads  left 
entire  in  the  cord  of  aifcdion,  which  once  bound  us  to  our 
brethren  at  the  North,  may  yet  lie  the  means  of  bringing  us 
all  to  perceive  truth  in  a  clear  lifflrt,  and  be  instrumental  in 
restoring  harmony,  and  fr  tcrnal  feeling,  if  noj  a  renewed  co- 
operation in  the  great  work  of  Missions.  To  set  in  motion  two 
institutions  like  our  Bible  and  Pul)lication  Societies,  must  re- 
quire a  vast  outlay  of  p<'cuniary  means,  before  any  tiling  care 
be  accomplished  :  and  when  those  means  are  judiciously  ex- 
pended, as  much  good  can  be  effecteil,  as  could  be  effected  by 
prir?ting  prtssse?  hx\(}  plates  H'i  up  in  pvery  Slate  in  the  Unio«» 


Let  luoderalion  pr*^T/iil  in  our  ©oiii-wtirs  wIhIr  discussing  llipse 
lualters,  and  if  iiliiinately,  we  are  drivt-n  off  from  these  insti- 
uiiiofis,  which  we  cianot  at  present  aniicipaie,  ihtMj  let  us 
iici  as  did  lite  patriarch  Al)rahj(m,  when  compplled  to  separate 
from  liis  kitisinaii.  Let  v,^  act  in  ilie  spirit  of  christian  love 
and   forhea ranee. 

And  nott-,  brethren,  we  have  n^et  once  more — on  this  Con- 
vention will  devolve  a  greatertimounlofresponsihility  than  has 
<»ver- vested  on  any  previous  neelijig-.  If  any  talent  disposition 
to  action  he  e-xciled,  cherish  it  we  pray  yon,  nor  let  yonret)- 
erg^ies  rvaporale  in  the  recording  o-f  piin<![ent  resolnlions.  Use 
yonr  begt  efforts  to  this  j^ood  cause.  Let  tire  salvation  of  the 
heathen,  the  redemption  of  the  iilipenitejit  among  us,  nerve 
f  vi-ry  hi^nrt.  Let  us  enter  this  work  with  ■o  good  resolution. — 
Let  tis  aet  as  faithful  s|ew;ird<<,  kno\vin<r  thfit  the  lime  will  soon 
arrive,  when  we  sh.ill  he  called  -on  to  render  .our  nccount. — 
Since  the  organization  of  this  body,  fifteen  ye«rs  ago,  nvany  of 
ouf  dear  fellow  laborers  have  been  called  to  receive  dieir  re- 
ward ;  and  soon  shall  we,  wi^h  a  Carter,  a  Grajtam,  and  an 
Armstronr,  hear  the  summons 

"Chilli,  yoar  Father  calls,* 
Come  home." 
And  if  we  would  hear  tUat  sjourrd,  and  be  happy;  if  Ave 
would  hear  its  notes,  sweeter  than  the  syren's  song^,  then  he 
engaged  in  this  glorious  work.  Retriember  that  the  light  of 
this  life  will  soon  vatiish  forpver  in  the  gloom  of  the  grave — 
these  bright  eyes  will  soon  bi-*  quenched  m  deatli — these  beat- 
in<^  hearts  shall  soon  cense  their  ptdsalions  forever — soon  sliall 
we  say  tothos*'  whom  we  love,  farewell ;  and  tjiese  bodies  en- 
lef  the  cold  and  cheerless  vault  of  the  giave.  These  reflec- 
tions, as  a  voice  frotn  the  eternal  world,  call  Us  to  our  duty. — 
Our  cause  is  onvVard,  truth  is  advancing,  error  receding  ;  ^11 
encourage  us  (\>  viijoroiis  exeriion.  Let  us  resolve  that  We 
will  not  be  recreant  to  our  duty,  but  use  every  effort  from  this 
time  liencefortU,  to  live  unto  Hun  who  has  dted  for  our  salva- 
tion. And  vvlien  the  struggle  iii  over,  we  shnli  pencefnlly 
leave  these  scenes,  so  ot'ten  alternated  with  sorrow  nm)  pain, 
and  enter  those  blessed  abodes,  wliere 

"Kivrrs  ot  pleasurp  flow  o'tr  the  bright  plains, 

AaJ  the  hoouuJc  oI  giorv  elei-naily  reigns."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  committee  on  Home  Missions  \tonld  respecifnli^  sub- 
mit the  following  report  : — 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  the  A,  B.  IIoiTie  Mission  Society, 
pdlwilhailanding- th"  cuuuuut  ofr.boiilion  inl]u'.'nce  brought  to 


bear  upon  it,  has  been  grenerally,  unexceptionable  and  satis- 
factory.  The  appointment  of  brethren  Mark  Bennett,  and  J. 
J.  Finch,  to  important  positions,  as  missionaries  in  this  State, 
both  of  whom  were  probably  known  to  be  owners  of  shives, 
was  calculated  to  confirm  our  confidence  in  the  integrity  and 
independence  of  that  body.  And  if  there  were  not  more  fre- 
quent appointments  in  favor  of  missionaries  in  this  State,  it 
was  thought  to  be  mainly,  if  not  entirely,  because  such  ap- 
pointments were  not  applied  for. 

At  the  last  anniversary  of  the  Society,  held  in  April  1845, 
however,  measiires  were  adopted— or  at  least  were  said  to  have 
been  adopted — which,  if  correctly  reported,  must  give  an  en- 
tirely new  aspect  to  all  the  relations  sustained  by  us  to  that 
institution.  It  was  announced  in  the  papers,  professing  to  give 
correct  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting,  that  the 
Board  was  instructed  to  employ,  thereafter,  no  one  as  mission^ 
ary,  who  was  an  owner  of  slaves  : — and  also,  that  a  comniit-> 
tee  was  appointed  to  carry  into  effect  a  dissolution  or  division 
of  the  Society,  with  reference  to  the  troubles  and  disquiftudea 
introduced  into  that  body  by  Abolitionists.  Although  those 
reports  were  permitted  to  pass  at  the  time  without  contradic- 
tion, and  of  course  to  be  received  as  true  and  authentic  docu- 
ments, we  are  now  informed,  from  private  sources,  th.tt  the 
resolution  relating  to  the  appointment  of  misisionnries,  was 
710^  passed  ;  or  if  passed,  was  afterwards  reconsidered  and  re- 
scinded! And,  as  proof  of  this,  reference  has  been  m:ide  to 
the  officially  published  proceedings  of  the  Society,  which  are 
entirely  silent  on  the  subject. 

In  the  face  of  these  discordant  and  contradictory  statements, 
we  are  of  course  much  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  receive  as 
facts  in  the  case.  And  this  embarrassment  has  been  some* 
what  increased  by  the  circumstance,  that,  although  an  expla- 
nation, or  a  clear  statetnent  of  what  was  done^  has  been  pub- 
licly called  for,  no  such  explanation  or  statement  has  been  giv- 
en. In  the  mean  lime,  we  believe  it  has  not  been  denied,  that 
a  committee  has  been  appointed,  charged  with  what  is  styled 
"an  amicable  dissolution  of  the  Society,"  and  directed  tt)  re- 
port ai  the  next  anniversary,to  take  place  in  April  or  May  1846. 
The  above  statement  issubmitted  fortheconsideration  of  theCon- 
vention,  which  it  is  presumed  will  take  such  action  in  reference 
to  the  case,  as  the  interests  of  the  cause  may  seem  to  demand. 

Shortly  after  the  above  mentioned  meeting  at  Providence, 
and  while  the  reported  proceedings  referred  to  were  in  free 
and  general  circulation,  the  Southern  Convention,  held  at  Au- 
gusta  Geo.,  adopted  its  constitution  ; — in  which  provision  was 
made  for  a  Home  Mission  deparlmetit,  designed  specially  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Southern  Slates,  and  contemplating  a  par- 
tial or  an  entire   separation,  on  the  part  of  our  State  ineiitu- 
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lioDf,  from  the  General  or  Parent  Society.  Here  is  attother 
statement  of  facts  submitted,  claiming  the  attention  and  ac- 
tion of  this  Convention. 

Respecting  the  amount  of  missionary  labor  performed  dur- 
ing the  year  by  missionaries  under  the  immediate  appointment 
of  our  own  Board,  your  committee  are  able  to  say  nothing  de- 
finitively, not  having  had  access  to  the  reports  or  proceedings 
in  the  case.  For  these  the  Convention  are  referred,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course,  to  the  Report  of  the  Board  ;  or  as  is  more  usually 
the  case,  to  the  reports  of  the  missionaries  themselves. 

Respecting  the  operations  of  brethren  Bennett  and  Finch, 
already  alluded  to,  your  Committee  would  furnish  such  infor- 
mation as  they  happen  casually  to  possess.  The  former  was 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  the  General  Society,  on  application 
of  a  committee  under  the  direction  of  your  Board,  to  travel 
and  preach  in  the  bounds  of  the  Kehukee  Association,  embrac- 
ing some  four  or  five  counties.  Brother  B.  has  been  engaged 
in  his  missionary  labors  for  several  moutiis  ;  and  although  hav- 
ing to  encounter  much  opposition  and  many  difficulties,  as 
might  have  been  expected,  he  has,  we  have  reason  to  believe, 
toil.'d  on  with  exemplary  prudence  and  fidelity.  From  the 
qualities  of  the  soil  which  he  was  called  to  cultivate,  an 
immediate  harvest  was  not  to  be  anticipated.  We  believe  that 
he  has  done  well  however,  and  that  the  fruits,  of  his  labors 
will  eventually  be  rich  and  abundant.  For  details,  the  Con- 
vention is  referred  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  also  to 
the  report  of  brother  Bennett,  which  will  also  probably  be  laid 
befor-'  the  meetinaf. 

Brother  Finch  was  appointed  by  the  General  Society,  at  the 
instance  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  church,  and  under  the  recom- 
mendation probably  of  a  committee  appointed  by  your  Board. 
The  object  of  his  appointment,  was  to  aid  the  church  afore- 
said in  supporting  him  as  their  pastor.  He  has  labored  in  this 
field,-  it  is  believed,  assiduously,  and  with  marked  success, 
since  February  last.  For  further  particulars  the  Convention 
is  referred  to  the  church  and  congregation  here  present,  and 
to  a  report  which  will  probably  be  made  by  brother  Finch  him- 
self, or  by  the  ctiurch,  or  possibly  by  both  parties. 

Your  committee  deem  it  not  ur.appropriate  to  add,  that  they 
consider  our  Home  Mission  department  the  mainsprings  not 
only  of  the  successful  movements  of  this  Convention,  but  in 
deed  of  all  our  religious  and  denominational  operations  in  the 
Stale.  It  is  the  legitim.ale  province  of  our  Home  Mission  de- 
partment to  cultivate  the  soil  on  which  we  are  dependent  for 
the  support  of  all  oth>r  dep;ufm;-nts  and  operations.  Let  our 
chorches  become  enlightf^ned,  pious,  and  effective,  and  with 
a  divine  li^lessing,  every  thing  will  prosper.  Let  our  churches 
zni\  pt'cpfe  be   neg'lected,  on  the  contrary,  and  every  thing 
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must  necessarily  letiogiade.  Cut  to  build  up  our  churches,  Jo 
supply  destitute  places,  to  iufuse  into  all  a  spirit  of  prayer,  of 
piety,  of  zeal,  and  of  self-devotion — in  short  to  produce  a  gen- 
eral revival  of  "pure  and  undpfiled  religion"  throughout  our 
bounds — we  need  in  addition  to  those  already  in  th^  field, some 
two  or  three  scores  of  effective  and  devoted  nussionaries.  I<.  is 
the  province  of  our  Home  Mission  department  to  supply  these. 

The  failure  heretofore  to  accomplish  as  much  in  this  Depart- 
ment as  ought  to  have  been  done,  has  resulted  from  a  combination 
of  causes,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: — 

In  the  first  place,  we  have  generally  lacked  the  men  of 
the  requisite  qualifications,  and  whose  circumstances  were 
such  as  to  permit  them  to  labor  for  the  scanty  allowanee,  which 
our  limited  resources,  and  contracted  notions  of  economy, 
would  permit  lis  to  offer  them. 

In  the  nex,t  place,  our  means  have  alwaj^s  been  inadequate. 
Our  churches  and  brethren  generally,  have  always  seemed 
to  have  more  to  spare  for  Foreign  Missions,  for  the  General 
H.  M.  Society,  or  in  fact  for  any  enterprise  to  be  conducted  at 
a  distance,  than  for  the  demands  of  their  Home  establishment 
— than  for  the  support  of  their  own  missionaries,  the  strength- 
ening of  their  own  institutions,  and  tlie  cultivation  of  their 
own  grounds.  We  do  not  mean  to  say,  that,  for  the  former 
they  should  have  done  less  :  our  meaning  is,  that  for  the  lat- 
ter they  should  have  done  more. 

In  the  next  place,  the  business  of  the  department  has  al- 
ways been  carelessly,  indifferently,  and  inefficiently  managed. 
It  has  ordinarily  devolved  on  the  Board,  coi^sisting  of  members 
scattered  pretty  much  over  the  State,  holding  a  meeting  once 
a  year  perhaps,  and  possibly  nofso  often,  and  always  too  much 
engrossed  with  other  matters  to  allpw  them  much  time  Tor 
thought,  much  less  for  careful  and  efficient  action,  in  relation 
to  their  official  duties.  ^ 

To  remedy  these  evils,  our  Home  Mission  department  has 
sometimes  been  entrusted  to  the  hands  of  an  Executive  com- 
mittee. But  here  too  the  same  evil^  have  more  or  less  pre- 
vailed. The  members  were  appointed  without  proper  respect 
to  their  '-local  habitation"-7-could  rarely  or  never  get  togeth- 
er— and  when  they  did,  were  too  liille  conversant  with  the  na- 
ture of  the  busir>e33  on  hand,  and  {oq  much  encumbered  by 
cares  and  occupations  of  their  own,  to  give  much  tune  or  at- 
tention to  the'claims  of  their  official  station. 

And  to  this  last  mentioned  difficulty,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  the  ineffectiveness  of  our  Home  Mission  depart- 
ment, is  mainly  to  be  attributed.  If  the  business  of  the  de- 
partment was  managed  as  it  might  be  managed,  and  as  it  un- 
doubtedly dught  to  be  managed,  it  is  confidently  believed,  that 
we  should  not  be  long  in  finding  lx)lh  men  and  money  sufficient 
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to  iiipply  evftry  destitute  and  neglected  portion  of  our  State  ; 
8<)  that  instead  of  seeing  delegates  come  to  this  Convention  by 
dozens,  we  should  have  them  here  by  hundreds. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  considerations,  your  com^ 
niittee  would  recommend  that  the  offices  of  Agent  and  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  be  united  in  one  person — that  he  be  requir- 
ed to  give  his  whole  time  to  the  work — ihnt  he  be  paid  libe- 
rally for  his  services — that  he  be  located  in  some  central  and 
convenient  position — that  he  have  near  him,  and  near  to  each 
other,  a  small,  but  efficient  Ex.  Board — that  to  these  the  whole 
business  of  the  Department  shall  be  confided — that  they  be 
required  to  meet  statedly  at  least  once  a  month — and  that  they 
be  directed  to  give  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  their  proceed- 
ings at  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  foregoing  embrace  the  principal  points  of  interest  to 
which  it  is  thought  the  attention  of  the  Convention  should  be 
directed,  during  their  present  session— all  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  T.  MEREDITH,  Chairman. 

REPORT  ON  SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 
Your  committee  beg  leave  to  ofler  the  foUowingas  their  report ; 
Sensible  of  the  importance  of  presenting  in  an  annual  re- 
port on  this  subject,  something  more  than  a  mere  conviction 
of  the  utility  of  S.  Schools,  your  committee  made  an  effort  to 
collect  all  the  statistical  matter  which  might  aid  them  in  form- 
ing a  correct  estimate  as  to  what  the  Baptists  were  doing  in 
N.  Carolina,  in  this  department  of  christian  effort.  But  in  this 
ihey  have  been  sadly  disappointed.  No  infornuition  has  been 
receivt'd  which  will  justify  a  general  estimate.  They  are  there- 
fore unable  to  report  on  the  present  condition  of  our  Sabbath 
Schools  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  ;  and  can  only  say,  that 
from  the  information  which  they  have  received,  they  are  in- 
duced to  believe,  that  in  some  portions  of  the  State,  there  has 
been  during  the  past  year,  a  gratifying  increase,  both  in  the 
or -anizition  of  new  Schools,  and  in  the  enlargement  of  those 
previously  established  :  in  other  portions,  (and  byfnrthe  larger,) 
thern  has  been  liiile  or  no  change  for  the  better ;  while  in  others 
still,  they  are  led  to  fear  there  has  been  a  real  declension. 
Your  committee  are  under  the  conviction  that  there  ought 
to  he  at  least  five  times  the  present  number  of  S.  Schools  un- 
d<M- the  direcii  »ti  of  ihe  Baptists  in  N.  Carolina;  and  under 
tfiis  iinrjri-ssion,  thf^y  have  been  led  seriously  to  enquire  if 
8  »m  ihiux  cannot  be  done  to  wake  up  the  churches  on  this 
inip)ri.iui  siibjecf..  To  see  a  large  portion  of  the  rising  gene- 
ration growing  up  without  moral  and  religious  instruction,  is 
painful  indeed.  Your  committee  have  entertained  this  subject 
with  deep  emotions.  They  are  compelled  to  regard  the  Sab- 
hith  inslitiition  rt*  on**  of  the   n'iKp«t   and   mn--.(   Ikmipx  ol.-nt  ot 
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human  measuirys.     U  is  the  niirscTy  oi  the  church  and  (.lie  siil- 
vation  of  the  yonng. 

Before  conchiding  this  report,  your  committee  beg- leave  re- 
spectfnll)'  to  uvge  the  importance  of  adopting  some  more  sys- 
tematic and  efficient  plan  for  the  advancement  of  tliis  cause. 
They  are  of  the  opinion  that  th^re  should  be  a  distmct  organ- 
ization for  S.  Schools,  and  that  an  efficient  Agent  ought  to  be 
immediately  employed  in  their  behalf.  They  believe  that 
the  cause  of  truth  and  benevolence  cannot  be  better  subserved 
than  by  such  an  appointment.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment there  is  no  means  of  reaching  this  subject  except  in  the 
feeblest  manner.  What,  it  may  be  asked,  are  we  as  a  Con- 
vention doing  to  promote  the  cause  of  S.  Schools  ?  The  onlv 
answer  which  can  be  given  is  that  we  are  favorcible  to  tlie 
subject  and  recommend  it  in  our  annual  proceedings.  Will 
this  however  dispel  the  darkness  which  exists?  Will  it  arouse 
the  energies  of  pastors  and  churches  to  this  important  work  '? 
The  whole  subject  is  herewith  inost  respectfully  submitted  to 
the  wisdom  of  the    Convention, — in  ^behalf  of  the  committee.

REPORT  ON  PUPLICATIONS. 

The  committee  on  Publications  have  had  that  subject  under 
consideration,  and  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port: Next  to  the  circulation  of  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  of  Ciirist,  the  dissemination  of  proper 
religious  Books,  Tracts,  and  Newspapers,  is  the  most  efficient 
means  of  enlightening  the  minds  and  intiuencingthe  hearts  of 
men  with  feelings  and  dispositions  to  be  useful  in  their  day 
and  generation,  and  to  be  instrumental  in  advancing  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom  on  the  earth.  We  are  told  in  the  word  of 
God,  ''That  righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  re- 
proach to  any  people."  And  experience  has  proved  thnt  ig- 
norance and  supeistilion  is  the  degredaiion  of  our  race — dan- 
gerous to  our  free  institutions,  and  the  most  formidable  power 
to  the  cause  of  religion  and  benevolence. 

Your  committee  regret  to  have  it  to  say,  but  thecnuse  of 
truth  requires  it,  that  our  denomination  have  been  loo  neglect- 
ful in  the  South,  particularly  in  Nort'h  Carolina^  in  their  ef- 
forts to  circulate  their  publications  wiihin  our  bounds.  But 
they  are  cheered  by  the  prospect  that  they  are  inching  up  to 
their  duty  m  this  particular,  and  what  has  already  been  effected, 
is  an  encouraging  omen  (of  what  may  and  will  ere  long  be  done. 
In  the  bounds  of  several  of  our  Associations, depositoriesof  books 
and  tracts  have  been  established,  either  by  the  Association 
and  churches, 'or  through  the  enterprise  of  individual  members 
of  the  church,  impressed  with   the  imporrnnce  of  the  object.

ptcseiit  zealous  and  cnicieiu  missioaary,  (R^.  E.  Dbdson,)  it 
was  with  the  niuler.staiiJinir  tlint  lie  would  also  ac-(  as  a  colpor- 
leuiin  the  sale  of  books  and  other  publications  of  our  denom- 
ination, and  as  Agcnl  for  the  Biblical  Recorder.  The  profits 
of  the  sale  of  books  (o  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  his  sala- 
ry. He  engaged  in  the  enterprize  with  a  zeal  and  persever- 
ance worthy  of  the  cause,  and  abundant  success  has  crowned 
his  efforts.  He  has  been  instrumental  in  winning- a  number  of 
souls  to  Christ — a  large  number  of  religious  publications  have 
been  sold  and  circulated  by  him — and  a  considerable  accession 
has  been  made  lo  the  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recor- 
der within  the  bounds  of  that  Association.  Those  who  through 
age  and  infirmity  were  imableto  attend  on  the  preaching  of 
llie  wcrti,  have  been  enabled^  af.  their  own  fnesides,  to  enjoy 
the  preaching  and  counsel  of  the  eminent  of  the  earth  ;  while 
the  young  converts,  and  the  before  inactive  christians,  have 
been  stirred  up  to  a  due  sense  of  their  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties. His  labors  and  exertions  will  exert  an  influence,  and  pro- 
du;e  fruits,  when  he  and  those  who  co-operate  with  liirn  shall 
cease  their  labors  an  earth,  and  be  gathered  to  their  fathers. 

What  has  been  .thus  efTected  in  one  Association,  may  be  ac- 
complished in  every  other  in  the  State  ;  and  the  result  cannot 
be  otherwise  than  cheering*  to  the  heart  of  every  Baptist,  and 
lo  its  accomplishment  let  all  om*  efforts  be, directed. 

Yom-  committee  after  niature  consideration,  would  recom- 
mend as  the  best  means  of  effecting  the  designs  and  objects 
embraced  in  this  report,  the  formation  at  our  present  session 
of  a  Publication,  Smulay  School  and  TractSociety  for  the  whole 
Siale,  to  meet  annnajly  with  the  Convention — to  have  an 
Agent  and  depository  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  that  the  As- 
sociations and  churches  througliout  the  State,  be  earnestly  re- 
quested to  form  auxiliary  Societies,  and  establish  branch  de- 
positories. They  would  also  recommend  that  the  missionaries 
otthe  Convention,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Associations,  act  as 
colporteurs  in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  Baptist  publications, 
i\n(\  lunke  reports  of  their  success  In  this  particular  and  the 
resulls  thereof. 

A  Publicntion  and  Simday  School  Society  may  well  be  con- 
nected, and  the  former  is  almost  indispensable  to  the  success 
of  the  latter.  7'lie  plan  of  operations  recommended  in  this 
report,  has  been  for  yf^ars  in  operation  by  oiii-  brethren  in  the 
neighboring  State  of  Virginia,  and  the  success  that  has  there 
attended  it,  is  a  sure  guainpty  timt  we  may  expect  like  results. 

Your  commillee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resoluiion  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Coiivention  recommend  the  formation 
ofaj^aptist  Publication  and  Siindav  School  Society  for  (ho 
SicHc.

Monday  evening,  Oct.  20M,  1S45.

James,  and  a  piibhc  collectron  being'  taken  np  in  aid  of  its 
funds,  the  Society  convened  in  the  Baptist  chinch  in  Raleigh.

J.  J.  Finch,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  took  tlie  chair,  and 
called  the  Society  to  order.

M.  Thompson,  Jehu  Chas- 
feen,  Mark  H.  Bennett,  Elias  Dodson,  and  Haynes  Lennon,  be 
appointed  distributing  Agents  for  the  Society. 

On  motion  it  was  requested  that  the  proceedings  of  the  So- 
ciety be  published  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention, 
and  that  five  dollars  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

On  motion  the  Rev.  J.  Dennis  was  appointed  to  preach  the 
next  anniversary  Sermon  before  this  Society. 

On  motion,  J.  F.  Jordan,  was  appointed  Depository  Agent 
for  this  Sociplv.

Raleigh  Oct.  20th,  1845. 

The  Convention  having  passed  a  resolntion  recommending 
the  formation  of  a  Sunday  Scho6l  and  Piibiicalion  Society,  im- 
mediately after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  a  number 
of  the  members  met  in  the  Baptist  church  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  Society  of  the  above  name. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  N.J.  Palmer  Esq.,  on 
whose  motion,  Thos.  B.  Barnett  Esq.,  was  called  to  the  chair, 
and  Danl.  DuPre  jr.,  appointed  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.James,  it  was  unanimously  Re- 
solved, That  the  meeting  form  itself  into  a  Sunday  School 
and  Publication  Society. 

On  motion  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  N.  J. 
Palmer  and  J.  J.  James,  to  draft  a  constitution  for  the  Society 
and  to  nominate  its  officers. 

After  a  short  time,  the  committee  reported  the  following 
constitution,  which  having  been  read,  was  unanimously  adopt.- 
ed. 

CONSTITUTION. 

^rt.  \st. — ThisSociefyshallbe  called  the  North  CarolinaBap- 
tist  Sunday  School  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  auxiliary 
to  the  American  Baptist  and  Publication  Society. 

— The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  the  general  interests  of  Sunday  Schools  and  Tract  distribu- 
tion in  North  Carolinn,  by  the  organization  and  encourage- 
ment of  new  Schools,  by  the  circulation  of  suitable  books  and 
periodicals,  by  awakening  the  energies  of  the  denomination, 
and  by  the  prosecution  of  such  other  measures  a?  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 

Art.  3d. —  r'v>  ofificprs  of  this  Society  shall  be  k  President, 
Vice   Presidents,  Corresponding  and    Recording  Secretary,  a 
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Treasurer,  and  thirteen  other  persons,  who  (ogetlier,  shall  cou- 
stitute  a  Board  of  Managers  for  the  irnnsaction  of  the  necessa- 
ry business  of  this  Society,  who  shall  be  elected  annually,  and 
five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Mrt.  4Lh. — Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Socie- 
ty by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  a  Life  Member 
by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  a  Life  Director  by  the  pay- 
ment of  fifty  dollars,  and  each  Church  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
delegate  for  every  five  dollars. 

^rt.  5th. — Any  Sunday  School  or  Sunday'School  Tract  So- 
ciety, may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Society  by  forwarding  to 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  an  annual  report  of  its  condition, 
and  may  send  two  delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society. 

^rt  6th. — There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deter- 
mine on,  at  which  time  they  shall  report  their  proceedings  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  such  other  meas- 
ures adopted  as  shall  promote  the  interest  of  this  Society. 

Jlrt.  7th. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.

According  to  appointment  made  M  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 

VJlif 'i^''  ^'''"''*^"''''"'  '''"''^  '"  ^"^^  ^''V  of  Raleigh,  October, 
1644,  Deiegaips  from  sundry  chmches  in  western  North  Caro- 
lina met  at  Boiling  Spring  Camp  Ground,  Henderson  County, 
on  Saturday  30lh  August,  1845,  'Mo  consult  on  the  best  means 
of  co-operating  Avith  the  Convention."  This  delegation  was 
met  by  Elder  J.  J.  James,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
'..he  C'-ofention  ^or  lh?f  nurnoof*. 
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The  meeting-  was  organizetl  by  callings  Elder  Jnnies  Blytlie 
to  the  Chair,  and  the  appointment  of  Elder  Peter  Owen,  Sec- 
retary.

On  motion,  Ministering  brethren  present,  not  Deleg^ites, 
were  invited  to  take  seats  and  participate  in  the  councils  of 
the  body.

^    The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  take  up  the  subject  of  co- 
operating with  the  Convention. 

And  after  duo  deliberation  and  discussion,  it  was  unanimous- 
ly Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  form  a  Body  auxiliary  to 
the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  proceeded  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  seven  to  prepare  a  Preamble  and  Constitution  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Body.  Committee  :  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Johnson,  Jehu 
Chastain,  E.  King,  T.  Morris,  B.  King,  E.  Hightiawer  and  J. 
]\I.  Duckworth. 

Then,  on  motion,  a  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  to 
prepare  Rules  of  Decorum,  viz  :  Rev.  J.  J.  James,  J.  Blythe, 
S.  McCall,  P.  Owen,  M.  Rickmon,.E.  B.  Herron,  and  J.  King. 
On  motion,  brethren  W.  B.  Johnson,  and  J.  J.  James  were 
requested  to  preach  on  Sabbath  morning  on  the  subject  of 
jMissions,  and  take  up  a  public  collection. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  oclock  monday  morning. 
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Sabbath  Exercises. 


A  large  and  attentive  congregation  was  addressed  by  Elder 
J.  J.  James,  from  Joiin^ch.  i.  1.  v.,  and  Rev.  W.  B.  Johnson, 
from  Isa.  ch.  xi.  9  v.  After  vvhicU  the  objects  erf  the  Conven- 
liori  were  explained,  and  a  collection  taken  up,  to  the  amount 
of  $15  80  for  Foreign  Missions  and  20  for  Home  Missions. 


Monday,  o^dock,  Ji.  M. 

Convention  met.  according  to  adjonrnment.  Prayer  by  bro. 
Blyihe.     Roll  called  and  the  proceedings  read. 

'  Ministering  brethren  present,  not  delegates,  were  invited  to 
seats,  whereupon  Elder  John  Lyon  took  a  seat  with  the  Body. 

On  motion,  the  following  was  adopted  as  the  order  of  bus- 
iness : 

Ist.  Report  of  coirimittee. 

2d.  Election  of  officers. 

3d.  Appoint   a  committee  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Managers. 

4th.  Resolutions. 

5Lh.  Miscellaneous  business. 

6th.  Place  of  next  meeting. 

The  committee  on  the  Constitution  was  called  on  to  report, 
and  submitled/he  following  Preamble  and  Constitution,  which, 
after  the  second  reading,  was,  on  motion,  unanimously  adop- 
ted : 

PREAMBLE. 

The  distance  between  the  Eastern  and  Western  end  of  the 
Slate  of  Nortli  Carolina  is  such,  and  the  diffculties  of  travelling 
through  the  western  parts  are  so  great,  that  they  prevent  the 
union  of  the  Baptists  of  the  West  with  their  brethren  of  the 
East  Bap.  State  Convention.  It  is  nevertheless  the  desire  ofthe 
Baptists  of  the  West  to  co-operate  with  their  brethren  in  the 
Convention,  for  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  that  body.  It 
was  therefore  resolved  by  the  Convention  at  its  last  session,  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  brethren  to  meet  their  Western  breth- 
ren at  Boiling  Spring  Camp  Ground,  Henderson  county,  on 
Friday  after  the  fourth  Lord's  day  in  August  1845,  to  consult 
with  them  on  the  best  means  of  co-operating  with  the  Conven- 
tion. One  of  the  committee.  Elder  J.  J.  James  was  permitted 
to  meet  the  brethren  at  the  time  and  place  appointed. 

After  due  consideration  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  it 
was  expedient  for  the  Western  brethren  to  foim  a  Western 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  N.  C. 
Baptist  State  Convention,  in  the  promotion  of  its  benevolent 
objects.  W^hereupon,  the  following  Constitution  was  adopted, 
and  recommended  to  all  interested   for  their  concurrence. 


cexsTiTUTiex. 

Article  1st.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  Western  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion. 

2d.  The  primary  objects  pf  lliis  Convention  shall  be,  to  ed- 
ucate young  men  called  of  God  to  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel, 
who  may  be  approved  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong-; 
(he  employment  of  Domestic  Missionaries  within  the  limits  of 
I  Ills  body,  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Baptist  Slate  Conven- 
lion  of  North  Carolina,  in  the  formation  of  Foreign  Missions. 

3d.  The  funds  devoted  to  this  object  shall  be  kept  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  faithfully  appropriated  to  the  specific  de- 
sign of  the  contributors. 

4th.  Association,  church,  society,  or  individual, ,shall,be  en- 
titled/_lo  send  to  the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall^be  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  church,  for  every  five  dollars  paid  into 
the  Treasury. 

5th.  This  body  shall  annually  elect  a  President,  two  Vice 
Presidents,  a  corresponding  and  Recordmg  Secretary,  a  Trea- 
surer, and  twe^ve  others,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  continue  in  office  until  anew  election  ;  five  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  To  this 
Board  shall  be  committed  all  the  business  of  the  Convention 
during  its  recess.  The  Board  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting 
at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention;  when  a 
specific  report  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  presented  to  the  Con- 
vention. It  shall  hold  a  semi-annual  meeting  at  any  time  and 
place,  that  may  be  determined  on  at  the  annual  meeting.  Al- 
so a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  its  presiding  officer. 

6th.  The  Board,  as  well  as  the  Convention,  may  appoint 
agents  to  assist  them  in  diffusing  information  and  collecting 
funds. 

7th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  .  Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Pre- 
sident in  case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Cor- 
responding Secretary  shall  correspond  with  societies  or  indivi- 
duals, so  far  as  the  interest  of  the  Convention  or  Board  shall 
require,  and  the  recording  Secretary  shall  preserve  a  faithful 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  The  Treasurer  shall 
hold  the  funds  of  the  body  subject  to  its  order,  or  the  order  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  none,  except  by  an  order  signed 
by  the  presiding  officer.  He  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duty  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all 
receipts  and  expenditures,  to  be  audited  and  published  in  the 
Minutes. 


^ili.  Tiiis  body  sliall  hold  ils  meetings  ami  Dally  <it  such 
(ir)>e  and  place  as  shall  be  appoiiitedj  at  each  previous  meet- 
ing. 

9th.  This  body  may  send  delegates  to  llie  N.  C.  Baptist 
State  Convention. 

lOih.  All  the  fund^conti'ibiile'd  to  this  body  slinll  be  applied  in 
the  following  manner,  viz:  the  funds  contributed  for  Home 
Missions  shall  be  appropriated  in  employing  missionaries  to 
labor  within  the  limits  of  this  body  ;  those  of  Foreign  Missions 
and  Education,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  the  K.  C. 
Baptist  State  Convention. 

llih.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  by  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members,  at  any  annual  meeting. 
Wm.  B.  Johnson-,  Ch.  of  Com. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  Rules  of  Decorum  be- 
ing called  on,  submitted  for  the  adoption  of  this  body,  the 
Rules  of  Order  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Slate  Convention,  which, 
on  being  read,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

RULES    OF   DECORUM. 

1st.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
by  prayer,  either  by  the  presiding  ofBccr,  or  some  one  whom 
he  shall  appoint. 

2d.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  President,  on 
any  subject  to  be  discussed. 

3d.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  ^cdnded  ;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than' twice  on  the  same  motion, 
without  special  leave  of  the  Convention. 

4th.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other 
officers  in  any  way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  neces- 
sarily from  among  the  members. 

5th.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice, 
unless  otherwise  directed. 

Cth.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation, 
walking  across  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the 
President  first  obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7th.  The  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  each  day, 
previous  to  proceeding  to  business. 

Sth.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by 
the  mover  and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretarv  before  debat- 
ed. 

9th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit, 
to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to  amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged.-- 
But  no  proposition  on  a  subject  diflTerent  from  that  imder  con- 
sideration, shall  be  admitted  under  colour  of  amendment. 
10th.  When  n  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried    in 
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the  affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  lor  any  member 
who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move  for  reconsideration  thereof 
on  the  same  da}'. 

11th.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  ob- 
jected to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention. 

L2th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  Convention,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable 
to  attend. 

13th.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  decided  by  a  njajonly  of  votes. 

14th.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  forego- 
ing regulations,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  being  untrue  to  his 
trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  of  his  duly  by  any 
member  present. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  its  officers, 
which  resulted  as  follows:

E.  King, 
Esq.;  and  for  Treasurer,  E.  Hightower,  Esq. 

Appointed  a  committee  of  five  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, viz:  Elder  J.  Blythe,F.  Allison,  Elder  M.  Rickman  and 
J.  M.  Duckworth. 

The  following  Resolution  was  offered  by  Elder  J.  J.  James, 
and  by  him  sustained  in  some  appropriate  and  impressive  re- 
marks on  the  origin  and  success  of  Baptist  Missions.     . 

Resolved,  That  the  success  which  has  already  attended  the 
modern  Missionary  enterprise  is  a  subject  of  devout  gratitude 
and  thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  and  that  it 
affords  grounds  of  encouragement  for  greater  efforts  for  the  dif- 
fusion of  the  Gospel. 

This  Resolution  being  seconded  by  Elder  James  Blythe, 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

Convention  met  according  to  adjournment.

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REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS.* 

There  are  under  the  patronage  of  American  Bapii*ts,  17 
Missions,  109  Missionaries  and  Assistants,  79  Mission  Church- 
es, containing-  about  5000  members. 

At  no  period,  since  the  comniencomcnt  of  organized  effort 
for  the  conversion  of  Ilealhen  nations  to  christianil}-,  have 
there  been  so  many  pressing  calls  for  exertion,  and  so  many 
indications  of  success,  as  meet  us  at  present.  The  Scriptures 
nre  now,  (ransKated,  in  whole  or  in  part,  into  nearly  all  the 
languages  and  di.ilects  spoken  by  man — the  secular  powers 
are  becoming  more  friendly  to  ihe  propagation  of  Christianity, 
and  are  removing  obstructions  which  have  heretofore  shut  out 
the  light  of  the  gospel, — and  heathen  minds  are  yielding  to 
the  truths  of  the  gospel  to  an  extent  which  is  unparelleled 
since  the  days  of  the  Apostles.  In  proof  of  this,  we  submit 
the  fact  that  during  the  year  ending  April  last,  there  were 
2593  additions  by  baptism  to  the  mission  churches,  and  of 
these  2039  were  added  to  the  Arracan  mission. 

But  while  the  state  of  our  missions  is  urging  us  to  increase 
our  labors,  and  to  render  our  plans  more  efficient,  occurrences 
at  home  have  been  for  sometime  past  deminishing  our  contri- 
butions, dividing  our  efforts,  diverting  our  attention  from  the 
claims  of  the  heathen  to  speculations,  that  can  only  gender 
strife,  and  destroying  those  missionary  organizations  which 
have  heretofore  secured  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of 
every  section  ofourcouniry,  and  whose  efficiency  and  wise  pol- 
icy are  attested  by  the  events  of  half  a  century. 

It  is  not  our  purpose,  at  present,  to  enter  into  a  full  discus- 
sion of  this  distructive  movement  ;  but  fidelity  in  a  Report  on 
Foreign  Missions  at  this  time,  requires  some  reference  to  the 
facts  of  the  case. 

For  thirty  years  the  "Acting  Board"  for  Foreign  Missions, 
located  at  Boston,  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their  office  in 
ft  manner  >vhich  gained  the  approbation  of  the  denomination 
in  every  section  of  our  country.  It  was  known  they  were  anti- 
elavery  men  ;  but  it  was  thought  they  would  do  justice  to  all 
parti(>s  concerned,  and  abide  strictl}'^  by  the  constitution  of  the 
Convention,  while  they  continued  to  act  as  its  executive  agents. 
Hence  the  great  body  of  the  denomination  were  quiet,  and 
fully  determined  to  hold  on  to  their  missionary  organizations, 
notwithstanding  the  impleasant  strife  occasioned  at  our  anni- 
versaries, by  a  certain  class  of  fanatics.  The  Board  had  been 
repeatedly  pressed  by  questions  on  both  sides  of  the  slavery 
controversy,  but  they  had  maintained  their  neutral  position  so 
well,  by  refusing  to  answer  any  questions,  or   to  meddle  with

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any  subject,  not  necessarily  connected  with  their  official  iln- 
ties,  as  to  produce  a  settled  conviction  that  they  could  not  be 
tempted,  by  violence  or  persuasion,  to  identify  themselves 
with  either  party  ;  or  so  far  to  depart  from  their  neutral  position, 
by  word  or  deed  in  their  official  capacity,  as  to  afford  a  just 
ground  of  complaint  to  either  party. 

But  their  reply  (o  the  ''Alabama  Resolutions,"  has  destroy- 
ed this  conviction;  and  as  a  consequence  our  general  mission- 
ary organizations  are  trembling  to  their  fall,  and  new  ones  are 
springing  into  existence,  adapted  lo  (he  aspect  of  the  times. 

If  (he  motives  of  the  Board  were  good,  which  we  are  not  dis- 
posed to  question,  they  certainly  in  this  case  have  erred  in 
judgment,  and  have  committed  a  blunder,  to  say  the  least, 
(hat  cannot  be  justified,  and  whose  ill  effects  an  age  cannot 
remedy. 

The  questions  propounded  (o  them,  afford  no  justificadon. 
They  were  not  obliged  to  answer  irrelevant  questions.  They 
had  refused  to  answer  similar  questions  on  former  occasions, 
because  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  (hem  in  (heir  oflicial  ca- 
pacity, and  this  is  the  course  in  which  they  should  have  per- 
sisted. 

It  is  no  justification  to  say,  that  "the  appointing  power  has 
been  confided  to  the  'Acting  Board  ;'  because  first,  by  (heir 
own  published  circulars,  the  subject  of  slavery  was  not  embrac- 
ed in  (he  object  of  their  appointment,  and  hence  they  could 
not  consistently  express  their  private  views  concerning  it  in  an 
official  correspondence,  or  make  it  a  qualification  or  disqualifi- 
cation in  their  appointrnen(s  :  and  second,  because  the  conati- 
tution  of  (he  Convention,  which  gave  them  all  the  appointing 
power  they  possess,  states  explicitly  the  qualifications  of  mis- 
sionaries— ^'■Communion  with  some  church  in  onr  denomination''^ — 
^^satisfactory  evidence  of  genuine  piety''"' — '■'■good  talents,"  and  ^fer' 
vent  zeal  for  the  Redeemer'' s  cause''^ — are  the  qualificntions  spec- 
ified in  that  document.  Bap(ist  Register  for  1S36,  p.  38. — 
What  right,  then,  had  the  Board  to  make  slaveholding  a  dis- 
qualification in  their  missionary  appointments,  actual  or  pros- 
pective, since  nothing  is  said  about  it  in  the  constitution  1  Is 
the  plea  found  in  some  undefined,  discretionary  power  in  ap- 
pointing missionaries  ?  The  framers  of  (he  Constitution  intend- 
ed (o  give  (he  Acting  Board  entire  discretion  as  to  what  should 
constitute  (he  qualifica(ions  of  missionaries,  or  (hey  did  not. — 
If  they  did,  why  is  any  (hing:  said  about  their  qualifications  in 
the  Cons(itution  ?  And  if  they  did  not,  (he  exercise  of  any 
such  right  is  unconstitutional.  The  Constitution  states  what 
sort  of  persons  shall  be  missionaries,  and  leaves  it  (o  (he  Act- 
ing Board  (o  judge  whether  applican(s  are  the  sort  of  persons 
desciibed,  or  not.     The  right  to  s;iy  ivhat  shall  be  a  qualif  cation, 
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niuT  V,  lirtiier  a  purticular  person  possesses  il  or  not,  should  not  be 
coijfoiincltd.  'riic  latter  is  the  power  possessed  liy  the  Actinjr 
Board,  under  the  Con^lilnlion  ufilic^  I'l  irmii.il  Con  V(  iii  ion  ; 
the  lomier  is  tlie  pow.  r  iliey  claim  in  jnsiifitMiion  nl  ilieir  iin- 
c  ii>?lil  iilion.il    ;u:!. 

We  have  ninde  lhi'8'>  piiilenienis,  n(»l  sonmrh  to  criminate 
the  Acting  Board,  as  to  show  that  the  con»planiis  of  the  South 
are  not  nnfounded,  and  lo  justify  the  formation  of  »  Southern 
orgnniz  iiion. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  wns  organized  at  August;), 
in  May  last,  with  two  Boards — one  for  Home,  and  another  for 
Foreign  Missions;  the  former  bt'ing  located  at  Marion,  Ala., 
Hod  the  hitler  at  Richmonil,  Va.  As  we  ate,  therefore,  provid- 
ed with  an  tirgnnized  agency  for  applying  our  means  to  Mis- 
sions among  the  heiithen,  free  from  the  annoying  influences 
hy  which  we  have  been  disturbed  far  some  time  past,  and  as 
{h>'re  are  mulliludes  still  unsuppiied  with  the  Word  of  Life 
and  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel,  it  beconaes  us  to  put  forth 
our  best  exeitions  to  sustain  our  organizations,  that  they  may 
succeed  in  establishing  missions  among  the  destitute.  If  we 
tire  not  nllowed  to  aid  any  further  in  sustaining  the  missions 
ahrady  iu  existence,  even  though  some  of  them  should  have 
to  be  surrendered  for  ll)e  want  of  support,  there  are  regions 
wide  and  dark  enough  beyond,  that  need,  and  which  will 
ihankfully  receive  our  assistance.  Nor  can  we  withhold  it 
with  innocency  or  safety.  The  Savior  has  taught  us  to  pray 
daily  for  the  coming  of  his  kingdom,  and,  as  a.  means  to  ac- 
conriplish  this  end,  he  has  commanded  us  to  publish  the  gos- 
pel to  '-every  crcafure^'^  through  "a//  the  world.""  This  is  not 
done  merely  i>y  organizing  Boards  ;  it  requires  men  and  means, 
deep  pif-ty,  and  persevering  <>fTorf.  And  let  us  remember, 
that  the  conduct  of  men  in  particular  sections,  does  not  lessen 
the  necessities  of  the  heathen,  and  cannot  afford  us  any  just 
excuse  for  our  parsimony  and  neglect  in  that  day  when  the 
Savior  shall  call  eacli  to  account  for  his  talents.

CONSTITUTION^ 

Olf-    TIIL 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION. 

Article  1.  This  Institution  shal!  be  ctlied  tlis  iJaptist  Stale  Cciivcnticn  f^f 
^Xorth  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convotitinn  shail  be  the  t-ducation  of  yov.;^ 
men  called  of  God  to  the  Miiiistiy,  and  approved  by  the  Churches  to  wliicii  tiiiy 
respectively  belong  ;  the  etapldyiri'nt  of  Misionaries  within  the  liinils  ofthis  .Stute  j 
and  a  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baiitist  Convention  in  the  proinotion  ci  Mis- 
sions in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  frorn  each 
other,  and  punctually  appropriated  agreeably  to  the  specific  inter.ticn  ofccntribu- 
tors. 

Art.  4.  Tbi:»  Institution  shall  be  composed  of  such  individujls  a.id  dflcgnies, 
from  such  Associations,  Churches,  and  Societies,  as  shall  make  adequate  Cui'tribu  - 
tions  to  its  funds. 

Art.  -5.  Every  Association,  Church,  Society,  or  individual,  s-hall  bo  ontilled  to 
send  to  the  Convention  one  Delegate  who  shall  be  a  Dietnber  of  the  12ai)tist  Church, 
for  every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually.  ?h  ill  be  a  Prosi- 
dent,  three  Vice  Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who.  with  luenty  olhes 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum- 

Art.  7.  If  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meeting's  of  the 
Convention  and  Board  ;  that  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  in  case  of  his  absence,  according 
to  seniority.  The  Secretary  shall  be  required  to  correspond  with  Societies  or  ir.di- 
viduals,  so  far  as  the  interest  of  the  Convention  shall  require;  and  preserve  a  faith- 
ful record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  body.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the 
Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  13oard  ;  shall  give  security  fortiie  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  atmual  report  ofall  receipts  end  expen- 
ditures, which  shall  be  audited  and  published  with  the  IMinutes. 

Art.  8.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  monthly,  at  such  times  and  place,  as 
it  fhall,  from  time  to  lime,  designate;  when  they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall 
best  tend  to  carry  info  effect  the  difiereut  objects  of  the  Convention,  subject  t"  the 
provision  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Thorc  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the  direction 
cf  the  Convention  or  its  Beard,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  .Ass.jciations,  thurcL- 
es,  itc.,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation  with  this  Institution,  confcrmablv 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  The  Convention  shail  hold  its  meetings  annu^iily,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  require  o!  its  Board,  a  specific  report  of  all  tht;ir 
preceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

i^nr-  12.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  tbi^  Cc'isfitution  jt  an}  annual  meet- 
ing, ^vi.!h  the  ccncovrertce  of  t'.vc-thlrda  -J  t-i:e  mesrbsrs  present.
